William Ruuska, alleged razor-wife-murderer who lies in the Royal 
Alexandra hospital with severe abdominal wounds is resting easily and wiil 
live the day, according to word received from the hospital at 2 p.m.

Her throat slashed with such ferocity that her head was | 
almost severed from her body, Mrs. Olga Ruuska, 41, of | 
Waskatenau was almost instantly killed in room one of the 
Fairview hotel at 2:30 p.m. Saturday when William Ruuska, 
41, her estranged hsuband drew a keen-edged razor from | 
his pocket and cut her throat. Ruuska then ripped open his | 
coat and in a desperate attempt at suicide disembowelled him- | 
self. With his life blood ebbing fast, Ruuska was rushed to | 
the Royal Alexandra hospital where Monday he was still in | 
an eee critical condition, but tenaciously hanging on 
to life 

Sunday night, Dr. T. H. Field, attending surgeon, and | 
Coroner Dr. E. A. Braithwaite stated that the life of the 
alleged murderer was hanging in the balance. At first on 
admittance to the hospital he was not expected to live more 
than a few minutes.
